MANDEVILLE CASE. 


The Government Censured—Emperor Will- 
fam’s Reception at Copenhagen—Gen.

DvusLin, July 30.—The inquest on John Man- 
deville, the fellow-prisoner of W. O’Brien in 
Tullamore Jail, closed Saturday night with 
the following verdict from the Coroner’s jury: 

We find that the deceased, John Mande- 
ville, died on the 8th of July of diffused cellu- 
lar inflammation of the throat, as defined by 
the doctors, brought about by the brutal and 
unjustifiable treatment he received in 
Tullamore Jail. We enter our so0l- 
emn protest against the system of 
the present Government in awarding 
similar treatment to political prisoners ag to 
common criminals, and the cruel method by 
which the rules are enforced. We condemn 
the vile aspersions of Dr. Barr, the doctor 
who attended Mr. John Mandeville in his last 
iliness.’’ 

Dr. Barr is the gentieman who was sent from 
England in the interest of the Government to 
visit Balfour’s prisoners and report. It was 
after his visit to Mandeville that the brave fel- 
low was stripped naked in his cell by halfa 
dozen wardens and left there shivering with 
cold.

THE HAZELTON TROUBLE. 

Vicrormu, British Columbia, July 80.—H. B. 
M. — Caroline, Capt. Sir Wm. Wiseman 
arrived from Skeena Sunday 1 with 
the latest news concerning the Indian 
troubles. Tne Caroline arrived at the en- 
trance of Skeena, Thursday, the 19th inst. 
They inquired first as to the condition of at- 
fairs at Hazelton, which is 160 miles from the 
mouth of the river,,and distant ten days by 
canoe. The river is a torre inclosed by lone- 
ly canons. A trader named Harkins, who had 
arrived the day before from Hazelton, 
stated that the reports about the Hudson 
Bay Co.’s ents and others were total- 
ly unfounded. With the exception of the 
missionary at Hazelton, all the white residents 
had entered the shelter formed by the barri- 
caded Hudson Bay Co.’s pow The 
Indians are still threatening and greatly ex- 
cited over the killing of Kit Won (Cool Jim) 
by Constable Green, who is said to be a do- 


serter from the American army. It was the 


opinion of Harkins that serious troubles would 
probably ensue unless special police immedi- 
ately proceeded to Hazelton. 
Indians had been killed, caused by some feud. 
A letter from Constable Washburn of Hazel- 

ton, sentto the Government, contains an ac- 

count of the killing of these two men. The day 

after the arrival of the Caroline the steamer 

Roscourt arrived with Supt. Royceeroft on 

board, and aftersome difficulty in a a 

crew of six Indians Roycecroft and twelve 

specisl constables started up the river for Ha- 

zelton. The trip will take nine or ten days up, 

and as soon asthe facts are ascertained a mes- 

senger will be forwarded to the commandant 

for horses and a battery. If troubie ocours 

the battery will at once start up the river.

A Clergyman, a Doctor and a Young Lady 
Involved in a Shameful Affair.

MasoouTAH, Ill, July 80.—The German 
Lutheran Church in this city is short a pastor, 
the unfortunate victims of malaria, who have 
relied upon a well-known doctor for relief

It was then 
that the doctor came upon the stage and 
agreed to let them meet at his residence. 
The doctor is a widower and kept a bache- 
lor’s hail here. 

The doctor realized last Friday that it was 
only a matter ofafew days until the secret 
would be one no longer and he took French 
leave of his patients and friends. His where- 
abouts at present is unknown. The victim 
has also lett the city, but it is understood is 
not far away.

PREY FOR SHARKS. 


THE FRIENDLESS VICTIMS OF THE NEW 
YORK EMPLOYMENT AGENCIES, 


The Men Who Fatten on Their Own Country- 
men—Some Inside Facts Concerning the 
Methods and Business of the Labor Con- 
tracters—A Reporters Investigation 
Proceedings of the Congressional Com- 
mittee—Chairman Ford's Bereavement. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPATOH. 

NIW Ton, July 30.—The past week’s inves- 
tigation by Congressman Ford’s committee 
has made the fact pretty plain to every- 
body that the poor laborers who arrive in this 
country without friends or money, and with- 
out a knowledge of our language or customs, 
become prey for sharks more voracious and 
cruel than any man-eater in Southern seas. 
These sharks are known as employment 
agents, and strange as it may appear none 
ot them are natives of this country. 
They fatten on the poorest and most 
helpless creatures from the lands where 
they themselves were born. They have 
all been in this country long enough to have a 
knowledge of the language and of the peculiar 
weakness of corporations and individuals that 
require cheap labor and ask no questions as 
tothe manner in which itis obtained. Asa 
rule the employment agents have no use for 
newspapers except ss advertising mediums 
and ok upon reporters as natural enemies. 
They do not desire tohave their methods of 
doing business laid bare to the light, although 
they are ‘‘licensed’’ to the Mayor’s Mar- 
shal.

THE SPRINKLING SYSTEM. 


A PRACTICAL TEST WHICH WAS MADE 
THIS MORNING. 


Exact Time a Street of Granite in the 
Neighborhood of the City Hall Remains 
Wet After It Is Sprinkled—New Method 
of Street Sweeping—Municipal Notes and 
Gossip. 


A very interesting experiment was made this 
morning at the City Hall in regard to the 
street sprinkling question. The watch was 
held on the sprinkling cart which sprinkles 
on the granite surrounding the Hall. 
The test was made between 10 and 11 o’clock 
and showed very clearly the inefficiency 
of the preseat system. Within three minutes 
after the passage of the cart, which went 
along with the horses at a fast walk, portions 
of the pavement began to show up white and 
dry and ail over the street the projecting parte 
of the stones dried almost immediately after 
the cart had passed over them. In less than 
thirty minutes after the cart had made the 
trip the entire pavement was as dry as if the 
wagon had never been over it, with the ex- 
ception of afew inches which the curbstone 
of the sidewalk shaded. 

The experiment clearly shows that the ex- 
isting system is lacking in many respects, 
Just at this time when the thermometer 
ranges up among the nineties the water 
naturally rides up faster than at any other 
time, and the drivers of the carts are anxious 
to give their horses as much rest during the 
middle of the day as possible. The 
consequence is that the streets 
besides drying up faster are less 


carefully sprinkied than usual. To-day’s 
trial and numerous others of a similar kind 
are an evidence that some alterations in the 
sprinkling ordinance must be made for next 
8 which will demand that enough water 

thown on the streets to — them wet at 
least half an hour, whieh condition could be 
easily obtained by having the carts cover the 
same territory at a brief interval, the first trip 
wetting and cooling the granite and reducing 
it to a temperature at which it will hold the 
water for a considerable length of time.

On an ordin piece of granite 
pavement of six or eight blocks in extent by 
the time the squad has reached the end the 
part they began on is dirty. It is found, be- 
sides, that by hand labor the crevices between 
the granite paving blocks cannot be cleaned 
as they are with the heavy wires of the 
sweeping-machines, so that all of the streets 
are more or less covered with a coat- 
ing of mud which, under 
the combined of the heat 
and water, will be liable to have a very 
bad effect on the health of the community. 
Ia addition to the want of thoroughness of the 
land system, there is not money enough at the 
disposal of the Street Department to warrant 
its employing a sufficiently large number of 
men to go over the same territory at as 
frequent intervals as the machines can. A 
force of men large enough to do the work of 
the machines would take all of the street 
money to pay them and leave nothing for 
other work. Street Commissioner Turner 
sald this morning that the Street Department 
would do all in its power to keep things at 
their best, but that under the existing con- 
ditions very little could be done.

**The dificulties in the way of successfully 
torging the signatures of living men are 80 
great, and detection so certain,’’ said Hugh 
O. Bowers, a lawyer of Philadeiphia, who is at 
the Lindell, ‘*that it is seldom attempted, and 
still more infrequently succeeds. But where 
old deeds are in question many of the obsta- 
cles that beset the forger’s path in papers of 
recent date are not present, and in this line 
there is much greater chance of success, and 
consequently more frequent attempts at fraud.

THE RESCUED WELL-DIGGER. 


John Anderson Relates His Experience Dur. 
ing His Nine Days’ Imprisonment. 

JOHNSTOWN, Neb., July 80.—John Anderson, 
who was imprisoned inawellnine days and 
was released Saturday, says that when the 
boards and sand closed over him he was 
crowded into a box about two feet square and 
with not enough room for him to stand erect, 
He could not get on his knees or sit down, but 
had to stay in a crouching — during 


the wh. le of his imprisonmen 
About the first three days, said An- 
derson, 1 got along very well, but 


after that began to want "water 
badly. The fourth day, when it rained, I 
heard what I thought was water slowly drop- 
ping. Feeling around I found it, and holdin 
my mouth open managed in this way to ge 
about a dozen drops of water which gave me 
much relief. I had no n 1 
until the well became so near ing filled 
sand occasionally coming in caused by ths 
diggers above. I had breathed the air over so 
much that it had become impure, causing me 
to feel asmothering sensation, but about this 
time the rescuers got near enough to me to let 
in alr from above. 

y having a good supply of oytes tobao- 
co I did not suffer so much for food as might 
have been expected. From the beginning I 
could hear considerable that was said and 
done above. I heard the wagon when it 
started to town for lumber, and heard some 
one say the man is dead, and the order given 
t o try and pull my box out. When they began 
to pull l knew there was great danger of the 
boards giving way and crushing me, and for 
my own safety, and to give evidence of being 
alive, lcut the ropes and heard the excitin 
talk that prevailed when it was discovere 
that I was alive. It was music to me, and from 
that time on I was hopeful of being rescued. 

„About the sixth day I felt something 
crawling on my hand, and found it to be a fly. 
I thought by this that an opening had been 
made from above. Iwas correct, for soon a 
wet rag was passed tome. In reaching it to 
me it became covered with sand, but no honey 
ever tasted better than that r Then a 
bottle of water and a piece of read were 
given me and I was truly thankful. 

From this time on I began to gain strength 
and by helping my rescuers the time passed 
quicker than one would suppose. When my 
teet, which are badly swollen, are better and 
I dare eat a square meal I will be all right.’’

AN AOCIDENTAL OVERDOSE. 


Death of Prof. Hager of the Chicago His- 
torical Society. 


Onrcaco, III., July 380.—Prof. Albert D. 
Hager, the ex-Secretary of the Chicago His- 
torical Society, died yesterday morning from 
the effects of an accidental overdose of mor- 
phine taken Friday night. Prof. Hager was 
born at Chester, Vt., in 1817. He learned the 
carpenter’s trade when a young man but ac- 


guired a taste for geological studies and de- 
voted all his leisure time thereto. After 
spending a number of years as a school 
teacher and later as a general 
agent for Cyrus H. McCormick, he was in 
1856 commissioned as State Naturalist of Ver- 
mont. In 1865 he drafted and secured the 
passage of the existing — —— law of Vermont 
authorizing towns to raise money for founding 
and supporting public libraries. 

In 1872 he married, and with his wife came to 
Chicago, where he has since remained. In 
1877 Mr. 7 became Secre and Libra- 
rian of the © Historical Society, a posi- 
tion which nea lied until lastyear. He was 
also for a number of years Corresponding Secj 
retary of the Vermont Historical Society. He 
wrote many articles for the press on scientific 
and historical subjects.

CHARGES AGAINST UMPIRES \ND NEOES- 
SITY OF A CHANGE IN THE SYSTEM 


The Great Contest for the Excelsior Sweep- 
stakes to Take Place To-Morrow at Sara- 


toga—Elkwoed, Kiugston, Terra Cotta, 
Raceland and Volante te Be Among the 
Starters—M. A. A. C. Sports at Sports- 
man’s Park—Gun Club Shoots Yesterday 
—Base Ball News and Briefs. 


The chargé that the umpire was responsible 
for the loss of a game by the home club is one 
which is not unfrequently made in all the base 
ball cities. That such an allegation is often 
unwarranted is unquestionably true. Asan 
instance, the game between the Bostons and 
Washingtons last Thursday may be cited. The 
Boston papers asserted that the game 
was a gilt by the umpire to 
the Washingtons, and yet the score 
reveals the fact that the ‘‘Senators’’ really 
out played the ‘‘Bean-Eaters.’’ Now al- 
though Umpire Powers may have made 
several decisions Which showed a lack of 
judgment, it is unfair to “Shargé him with a 
desire to rob the Bostons of a game, especially 
when the official score is evidence of the fact 
thatthe home club was out played. If ever 
more palpably erroneous decisions were given 
on a ball field against a home club, than was 
given by Umpire Ferguson against the St. 
Louis Club in =the Brooklyn series 
the umpire who gave them probably 
suffered personal violence. Yetevenin Fer 
guson’s case, although it has been openly as- 
serted by enthusiaststhat he was knowingly 
and wilifully partial to the Brooklyns, it is 
hard to believe that he went on the field de- 
termined to decide in favor ot the visiting 
club at every opportunity. Is is a very 
difficult thing to umpire a ball game where 
close plays are frequent, and the fact that 
there are only about three umpires in both 
the League and Association who can make de- 


cisions, the accuracy of which is very seldom 
questioned, is good evidence of this fact. 
Feople should be milder therefore in 
their criticisms of the umpire as 
weak and useless, and unless the 
decision is so glaringly wrong that no motives 
other than a desire to have the home club de- 
feated can be attributed, they should be 
charitable enough to consider it merely a mis- 
take of judgment and when such mistakes are 
so frequent as to cause many games to be won 
by clubs which probably would not have been 
credited with them otherwise, the Association 
or League, whichever the case may be, should 
endeavor at once to secure a more compe tent 
man. 

There can be no doubt if a more rigid disci- 
pline were adopted on the field and the play- 
ers prohibited from questioning every decision 
of the umpire which does not suit them, such 
scenes as are now witnessed on the diamond, 
a such criminal charges which are now 80 

poke one gee J made against the umpire would be 

ed, and the national game would be much 
better for the change. 

O. P. Caylor, in the Cincinnati Commercial - 
Gazette, has the following sensible talk in con- 
nection with this subject: In my opinion, the 
umpire system should be changed, or the um- 
pire be placed so far above the base-ball play- 
ers’ social reach that he would be almost a 
stranger to them. This thing of um fires 
living with wu Ne tage in the same hotel, and be- 
comia uly familiar with them, neces- 
sari! as a bad effect upon the discipline 
which he ought to exercise. The discipline of 
the regular army is maintained easily by draw- 
ing a great social gulf between the private and 
his commissioned officer. 80 long as ex- 
players are made umpires the umpire will be 
on the most friendly and every-day terms 
with the player. No matter how much au- 
thority he is given to maintain discipline he 
cannot use it. With the laws which have 
been placed in his hands to control teams 
there is no need whatever for two-thirds of 
the trouble which exists on ball grounds at all 
periods of the season. My idea of base ball 
rules is a rigid enforcement of them from the 
start to the ve letter. If they are ty- 
rannical it is not the fault of the umpire. They 
were made for his use, and he should use 
them. From the time he calls ‘play’ till he 
sees the last run cross the plate, an umpire 
should know the players of the two nines only 
as ball- ees He should speak no word to 
any of them except in his official duty. He 
should be an umpire only, and as cold as an 
iceberg atthat. The moment he stops during 
a game to hold social converse with a player 
he parts with his Samsonian locks. In a word, 
there Is ten times too much fawiliarity be- 
tween umpires and players. Familiarity 
breeds contempt, you know, and no man who 
is held in , contempt can ever exercise any 
authority.’
